Has Believed Cuba Would Adopt the 
Amendm ent All Along. 
Washington, June 13.—The news of 
Hie adoption of the Platt amendment 
by the Cuban constitutional conven­ 
tion was received with genuine grati­ 
fication here. 
The administration of­ 
ficials all along have felt confident 
that its ratification would be accom­ 
plished when the Cubans realised that 
this government was firm In its atti­ 
tude regarding the amendment and 
that its acceptance would be neces­ 
sary before the United S ta lls would 
consent to withdraw its supervision 
from the island. 
Now that the Cu­ 
bans have demonstrated their good 
faith in the United States it is expect­ 
ed that a fairly speedy evacuation of 
the island 
will 
follow 
contingent, 
only, upon 
the establishment of a 
state governm ent in the Island. Just 
to what extent the United States will 
require practical evidence 
of 
this 
faith Is not definitely known, but the 
officials here think that such steps 
should lie taken by the Cubans as 
will demonstrate their ability to main­ 
tain order and peace so that the inter­ 


ests of all the people, native and for­ 
eign. shall be adequately protected.

Another Explosion Occurs at the Port 
Royal Mine. 
W est Newton, Pa., June 
13.— An­ 
other explosion took place in the Port 
Royal mine at 4 o’clock p. rn. in No. 
2 shaft. 
It sent up a whirlwind of oil, 
dust and smoke, and proved conclu­ 
sively that the gas is still active In the 
mine. 
It will probably he 24 hours 
j before the mine inspectors can get to­ 
gether for the purpose of deciding as 
lo the advisability of making another 
attempt to recover the dead in the 
mine before 
flooding 
it. 
Coroner 
Wynne of West

of the disaster at this place during the 
afternoon.
